Nearly 40% of overdose deaths occur while
a bystander is present. Narcan access for
bystanders can help save lives.

We provide FREE Narcan and training to
residents who live or work in Boylston,
Northborough, Southborough and

Westborough.

During your appointment, you will receive a

brief training on recognizing an opioid
overdose and when and how to use Narcan.
The life-saving overdose reversal drug
Narcan and other resources will be given
after the training.
